Some progress is noted, 


the representativus of the China Association 
have caused wrongs to he righted, while in 
others, to use another expressive phrase of 
Mr. Munray Srewart's, the Aesociation 
jas been condemned “to the-silence which 
Vefits inipotence.” . It was considered, 
naturally, as the report remarks, that the 
tour of the Chinese Commissioners “ implied 
a definite intention of reforming and 
renovating’ much that, howover efficacious 
and respectworthy in the past, is admittedly 
unfitted to present conditions.” They 
apoke, indced, as if that werd tha purpose, 
but the Report just received notes 
that “the prospect is atill obscure.” 
It will not -be a hard’ matter for some 
members to agree with Mr. Arcurmaup 
R. Congcnoun in one of his recent writings, 
Iw herein he, cays that “the actual policy of 
the Pekiug authorities his never varied. 
‘ They have never tackled reform in any 
practical spirit.” The Chino Aswociation i is 
1655 pessimistic ; it says the doubt “whether 
“the great bureaucracy which lias been 
accustomed: for centuries to batten on the 
people is prepared to forego the privileges 
it has mieused ” remains ongolved, whereas 
Mr. Corqvuovn and others would tell’ us 


that doubt has received fresh confirmation. 
There are pregnant words in this very 
report which can ezarcely: be said to hold 


out hope to the reflective. 


“It bas been a persietent misfortune for 

China that her rulers have always triod to assert, 
thamselvos by resistance rathor than by progrose, 
by keeping forsignors' at arm's length rathor 
(han by engaging their help. ‘The wave of 
Chauviniam which ix now passing over, the 
country is due probably to various causes, 
among Which the dofeat of Ruisia by Japao, 
the guoranleo of Chinese integrity in the Anglo. 
Japanese treaty, and joalousy of the superior 
consideration shown to Japsa ‘are probably 
chief, But deep dowa also is the traditional 
vauily of (he literots, fostered during centurios ; 
of isolation, whioh resents furviga intrusion and 
renenta a-auperiorily which Japan was wise 
enough to admit and {o obviate by study and’) 
avaimilation.” 


In a way, it is pointed out, China has 
admitted this, Ly herattempts ot encourag-
